SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: MAY, 1966 


Rainfall: During May, 1966, below normal falls were recorded in all districts, except the West Coast (130% of normal) and Derwent 
Valley (103%). Negative departures of over 50% were registered in the East Coast and Midlands districts, where in some areas falls 
were less than one inch. In the King Island, Flinders Island and Northern districts, falls were more than 30% below normal. Cumu- 
lative totals for the year were very low in the Northern (68% of normal) and East Coast (77%) districts, but in the Derwent Valley, 
totals were almost 8% above normal. 


Temperature: Mean temperature recordings during the month were above normal over the greater part of the State, but 
departures were below normal in all coastal regions except the north-west tip and the south-east. Inland departures reached a max- 
imum of nearly one degree above normal on the Central Plateau. 


Rural Conditions: Growth in “closed” pasture areas and well-established forage crops in all districts. and in grazed pasture 
areas in the South continued good up to the heavy frosts of the third week, but in the N orth, grazed pasture areas showed little sign 
of recovery. Sowings of the main cereal crops continued through the month. Most early-lambing flocks have reported above-average 
percentages, but total monthly production of milk for seasonal herds ending lactation during the month was well below that for the 
same period last year. Harvesting of fruit continued rapidly in favourable conditions, and exports of apples and pears have exceeded 
predictions.
